The enclosed 
copy is something that I received in the, mail--and represents, I'm afraid, 
as whole new series of attacks on people like me by certain Zionist groups. 1 
have always taken the moderate, basically peace position on the Middie East, 
and this is a scurrilous and ominous development. There have already, as you 
probably know, been persona? attacks on various people who have worked for 
Middle Easter research organizations, and I yhave every reason to expect =i 
to get worse.

This letter was sent from Miami where there has been a vicious campaign 
against anyone who tries to make any sense on the Middle East. Not only = 
extremist Jewish groups but from very mainstream Jewish groups. Our names 
are brought up in such organizations like B'nai Brith and this is a signal 
for the "crazy" groups as to whom they should begin attacking. There has been 
an al3 out attack on my paper, The Miami News, against me and virtually all 
columnists, threatening boycotts and all sorts of public attacks. 


I wanted very much to call this to your attention, as I am certain it's the 
new campaign against many, many of us. I also expect it will get much nastier. 
I would be happy to talk with you about it or to bring any further information 
to your attention, or to hear what you might suggest.
